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PREFACE TO THE SIXTH READER. 



This volume consists of two parts and is intended for the upper 
grades of Grammar Schools or the lower classes of High Schools. 

Part First begins with a chapter of Two-Part Studies on Treble 
and Bass staffs, — a review especially introduced for the young Basses 
as a preliminary practice in reading from the Bass staff. 

Following this is a chapter of Special Exercises in Three Parts, 
selected from an original collection by J. E. Vernham. They are all 
within the compass of one octave, but in different keys, and being 
within the range of every voice, whether Soprano, Alto, or Bass, they 
may be studied in a variety of ways, any section of singers reading 
from any one of the three staffs. 

Chapters II and III continue the Three-Part work begun in the 
Fifth Reader ; viz., progressive exercises and songs in all the Major 
and Minor Keys for Soprano, Alto, and Bass. 

Part Second contains five chapters. Chapter I is a collection of 
more difficult Three-Part Studies in the successive Major and Tonic 
Minor Keys. Chapter II furnishes ample practice in Four-Part music 
treated progressively.
